WOULDSTOPBLOW 
AT STATE POWER 


Senator Burke in Measure to Ask Discontinuance of 


Centralization of Authority at the 


Nation's Capitol 


A move to have Wisconsin take the initiative in restoring 


to states of the nation, the rights lost through concentration 
of power in tin federal government was made in the senate this 
morning by Timothy Burke of Green Bay. 


Appeal would be made to all state legislatures calling on 


them to request Congress to provide for a convention to amend 
the constitution, if the joint resolution be introduced is adopted. 
The resolution declared that the fundamental rights of self- 
government had been encroached on by the national government. 


The move of Senator Burke rep-

resents the crystallization 
of

growing sentiment 
in Wisconsin 


that powers of the state are stead- 
ily being drawn away by 'gradual 
extension of the federal authority 
through legislative enactment, and 
executive and departmental order.

Repeal of the Wisconsin reciprocal 


taxation law for insurance corpora- 
tions was proposed in a bill offered 
in the senate Thursday morning by 
Sen. H. J. Severson, Tfaupaca Coun- 
ty. If'this bill is enacted into law 
it will bring an additional $100,000 
into the'state treasury, according to 
compilations 
made by Insurance 


Commissioner'Platt Whitman. 


The Reciprocal insurance law was 


enacted about ten years ago. By its 
terms the Wisconsin insurance de- 
partment is not permitted to levy a 
higher tax on any outside insurance 
company than the state in which 
that foreign insurance company is 
domiciled levies upoi. a Wisconsin 
insurance company. In other words 
many eastern states, which do not 
tax Wisconsin/ insurance' companies 
pay practically no taxes in Wiscon- 
sin on the business done here. 


"I do not believe that a recipfoca 


insurance law is fair to the people 
of' this state" said Sen. Severson 
on Thursday. "There is a need for 
more, state revenues at the present 
time. The repeal of the present re- 
ciprocal insurance law will result in 
bringing nearly $100,000 into 
thr 


state treasury. Big insurance cor 
porations in.the east will come hen 
to oppose this bill. Nevertheless, 
think it is only fair that this meas- 
ure should be enacted into law."

The work 
one by the county agent was so 
•atisfactory and gave such good re- 
,ults that other counties took it_ up 
and upon the same' plan. As time 
went on it was discovered by 1'ead- 
ng farmers that this was not the 
iroper basis upon which farm bnr- 
aus should be organized or county 
agents employed, as it did not place 
hj welfare of agriculture entirely 
n the hands of the men following 
his occupation. 


Recently the present plan of form- 


ng county farm 
bureaus was ac- 


epted as being the best and that the 
armers should contribute a sufficient 
membership fee to provide adequate' 
unds for carrying on the organiza- 
ioji and that no one shall become a 
member of the. county farm bureau 
nless he owns a farm or is a renter 
f a farm. This has placeil the coun- 
y farm bureau in the 'hands of men 
iterested in the dev:lopment of, ag- 
iculture and who profit by its suc- 
css. We think this change is-wise 
n'd since it is made we have given 
his organization "our editoj-ial sup- 
port for we believe that if agricul- 
rare is to be saved, developed, and 
laced in the position which it should 
old, it must be done through the 
fforts of the men who own and oc- 
upy the land. No outside agencies,
